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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . Claims 1-3, 5-7, 11, 12, and 14-20 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

2. Claims 4, 8-10, and 13 have been canceled. 

3. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: Upon further 
consideration and updated search, the applicant’s arguments filed on 11/6/2007 
are persuasive. The feature of independent claim 1 directed towards allowable 
subject matter is a scan driving circuit for simultaneously applying scan pulses to 
both ends of each scan line of the flat display panel, wherein the scan pulses 
have a same voltage, a same phase and a same pulse width. The feature of 
independent claim 5 directed towards allowable subject matter is a first scan 
driving circuit for applying scan pulses to one side of each scan line of the flat 
display panel, and a second scan driving circuit for applying the scan pulses to 
the other side of each scan line, wherein the scan pulses have a same voltage, a 
same phase and a same pulse width. The feature of independent claim 11 
directed towards allowable subject matter is simultaneously applying scan pulses 
to both ends of each scan line of the flat, display panel, wherein the scan pulses 
have a same voltage, a same phase and a same pulse width. Kinoshita in view 
of Johnson et al. teaches of a like display device, but fails to teach of the above 
claimed features that requires scan pulses have a same voltage, a same phase 
and a same pulse width. Therefore the above said features in combination with 
the other limitations of the above independent claims 1, 5, and 11, and therefore 
claims 1 -3, 5-7, 11, 12, and 1 4-20, are found to be allowable over the prior art of 
record.
